Here then (worthy S:) you shall ſee everie 
Nation (as ſo many rivers runing into the mayne)endevou- 
ring, and ſtriving to doe the State, and Land ſervice, whome 
wee ſerve, One principall motive, vvhich perſwaded mee 
to vndertake this labour, and to putt it out to the viewe of 
the vyorld was this. Harmon Hugo a leſuite wrote well in the 
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aud Condncłt of the deceaſed Marques Spinels (who 
ved yell, and was one of the beſt Generalls that cver 
the King of Spayne had in is Lowe Cuntrie watrs)'concer- 
ning the blocking vp of Breda: It is as free for mee, being 
a proteſtant and a Souldier, to write. ſome thing (without 
flatterie) as a remembmncqto poſteritie, in the honor & cõ- 
mendations of our Gentrafſſimo the Prince of Orange. & if hee 
pararclls, theſe two great Genętalls of our age together in- 
deed, I muſt tell qe Igfuire this , in a Souldiers account a 
rowne, or a citie 'gafned'by the ſiyord , and Approches is 
more honorable (witnesthe ſeige of the Bosch, & Maſtricht) 
then to block it yp, and roſtaruc yt out, whichisa langui- 
shing death. On the contraric ſide, becauſe hee ſpake well 
of our nation, & gives them their due: I will likewiſe ſpeake 
the truth, that wee mett with a brave Gouvernaur, the Ba- 
ron of Leyde, and a darin g Ennemie, which diſputed evety 
patch of ground with vs, and yeelded not, till the foundati- 
on, and Bowells of che vvall of Maftriche were rent aſſunder.

He High & mightie Lords, the States Generall 
of the vnited Provinces, & the Illuſtrious Prince of Orange, 
after ſome ſecret conſultations helde at the Hage, haucing 
had alſo intelligece, that the Enemy had weakened much 
his Garriſons in Gelderland, and Maſtricht, and ſent them 
vp into the Palatinate, made great preparations, reſolued for the feild, and 
appointed our Rendeyouz at Nimwegen,the 22. of May 1632. New Stile. 
But by reaſon the winde was conttatie, and the force of the wall-ſtreame 
ſuch, the Shipping and Companies could not get vp, at the day deſigned, 
wch: hindred our expedition: where vpon his Ex**: gaue order, that the 
Companies wch: were not come vp,should be vnshipt, and march a long 
the Dyke from T biell io Nimmegen, vvhere the troopes coming together, 
and eucry Company ioyning wth: his Regiment, the old Orders, and 
militarie diſcipline, formely published by Edits, were proclamed in the 
head the Army: that euery ſouldier vpõ payne of death, should ſtrictly, 
abſerue them: As alſo other orders concerning the watch, was giuen 
out to this end. Firſt that noe Captaine hauing his health should abſent 
himſelfe from his watch. 

Secondly, that euety night a Sergeant Maiour should goe the Round 
through the Gards, & watches of his owne troopes, taking care to ſe that 
all things were in good order, & alſo that the centinells should be well & 
duly ſet out: and if they should finde any faulte, or careleſneſſe vpon the 
Guards, they were inſtantly to acquainte the Sargeant Maiour Generall 
therewith, that thoſe faults might be redreſſed.

This night vvee quartered vpon a Heath, a litle Short of Venlo: the English 
haueing the Vanguard, Count Earneſt the Battaile, and the Frenches the 
Reare, This night his Ex**: Commanded all the quarter-maiſters to at- 
tend him at his lodging, to receaue materialls from the commiſſe Martin, 
vvhich vvas very late before they got ih, by reaſon the amunit iõ waggõs 
could not come vp: how ſoeuet aſſoone as they had them forty Souldiers 
of a Regiment, and 80: of the Lord General Veres yyere ſent dovvne to 
breake greund, and to begin the approches before Venlo and Generall 
Morgan commanded that night in the trenches, and Enſigne vvillowby 
had his legg shot in peeces v vitha Sling bullet, vvhereof hee died shortly 
after in Venlo. | 

The ſecond of lune the Baron of Brederode Commanded in the appro- 
ches, and ſeauen men ofa Company,and 14. ofa double Company, were 
ſent downe into the Trenches, that night to vvorke, & the next morning 
tyvoofa Company, were ſent to repayre the yvorks of that night, and in 
the Frenchapprochesa Battcric vvas made, and two halfe Cannon plan- 
ted vpon it, which played into the towne., 

The third of lune Collonell Yarick, com manded in the approches, and 
this day wee receaued the ſadd and heauy news, that Count Earneſi Lord 
Marshall of the feild, in veivving of the grounde before Reermondt, vvas 
Nayne from the vvall vvith a firelocke bullet: and alſo Captaine Murrey 
a Scotch Captaine, | 

The fourth, thoſe of Venlo came to a patley and shooting vvas left on 
both ſides for a vvhile: the Magiſttats came out vnto the Prince of Orange 
his Army, & made their owne quarter & conditions, without makeing, 
any mEion of the militatie men, which thefouldiers vaderſlanding,that 
they were not included in the compoſition, began to Shoote againe, and 
obteyned good quarter, both for Burgers and Souldiers, vvhich vvas this, 
that the Burgers and the Clergie, should liue vnmoleſted fot their Reli- 
gion, & all their Cloyſters and Nunneries in theit former eſtate that they 
should cnioy all their antient Priuiledges and Cuſtomes. That thoſe of 


the reformed Religion should haue a publique Church for the exerciſe of 


Fe 
their Religian, . That the Officers and Souldicrs should arch ont with 
Hying cotours, light mat ches, bulle in their mouthes, and with bagg and 
baggage, ſoe on the fourth of lune according to the compoſition , there 
marched out of Veni, ſixe vveake Companies, which vyere not aboue | 
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ſent certaine Companies of fierelocks , and ons ln vvith ſome dikes 
forces out of the Army totake in Strale,vvhich preſently yeilded ypon the 
firſt ſummons. Yenlo being thus ſei led in the Princes poſſeſſion, and aGar- 
Tiſon of ſixe Companies left in it (as is ſaid,) commiſſions, & moneys were 
giuen to raiſe each Company to 300 ſtrong. This after noone wee had 
orders to prouide victualls for three dayes, and to be ready to march att 
the breake of the day the next morning. 

The fifth of lune vvee matched from Venis to Roermond, being a long 
and a weariſome march, by reaſon of the abundance of rayne vvhich fell 
that day and night, ſoc that many of the ſouldiers vvete left behinde, and 
could not geit vp tothe quartets till the next morning: the order of the 
match vvas this. 

Count Earneſt his Brigado being ſent before to Reermonds, vvas ac- 
compted for the Van · guarde, the French the Battle, and the English the 
Reare, & this night vvee begã to make our approches towards the towne, 

The next day being ſunday, & the ſixt of lune, the States, Magiſtrates, 
and ſouldiers of Roermondt, ſent meſſingers to his Ex intreating him io 
giue them good quarter, which hee granted the, & the agreemet being on 
both ſides confirmed, the Enemy marched theſame day out of the towne 
vvith bag and baggage being ſixe coullors in all about three hun red 
ſtrong, and theſe Companies vyere to goe to Rhjyne-bercke.Scaucn Dutch 
Companies of Foote, and one troope of horſe, marched out of our troopes 
into the towne , and Monſeur Randwyckea horſe Captaine , vvas made 
Goucrnour of Roermond and theſe Companies alſo had orders to ſtreng- 
then each Company to zoo ſtrong. 

It vvas gencrally ſuppoſed , that thoſe of Reermonat yeilded vp the 
towne with ſo much the more ſpeed, fearing that his Ex**: vvould vvith 
violence haue aſſaulted it, vvithout giueing them any quarter, in reveng 
of Count Earneſt his death,vvho vvas shot and Slayne before it. 

The ſeauenth vvee marched from Roermond betimes in the morning, 
and came about 4: a docke thataficrnoohe to Maſercte, vyhere we tooke

vp our quartet that night: This day the French had the Van. guard, the 
English the Battaile, & the Dutch the Reare, ey 
his euening two ſouldiers and aDrumer were apprehended, and han- 
ged yp for tobing and pillaging certaine peſanis, who brought in bread, 
and othet prouiſion for the releife of out Army, | 
Ihe eight, wee lay ſtill before QAraſeyet᷑ to ſtay for the Punts, which 
were not yet come vp, to make a Bridge ouetthe axe, and alſo to viaual 
out Army before that tow ne being newtrall;they 22 out great ſtore 
of proviſion, which the ſouldiers bought of them for their moneys. 
This day there came newesto his Ex**: that Count John had put in two 
thouſandchoilſe ſouldiets into Maſtricht, with munition and other mate- 
rialls of warre, | = | 
The Arch- Ducheſſe petceiuing his Ex: deſſigne, ſent with all expe- 
dition to the Spanish Army in the Palatinate, to leaue thoſe parts , and to 
come to helpe to defend herowhe, whoſe command they obeyed, and 
marched ſo faſt downward, that they left manymen, Cannon, & baggage 
behinde them, and the Rhine Grave purſued them cloſe at their heeles. 
Sittert a (malt walled towne inGulick-Land,lying about two houres going 
from Maſezck , herein were certaine parties of the Enemy horſe and 
Foote, was given ouer into the hands of the Prince of Orange vpon the 
firſt ſummons. 
VVee had orders to march the next day very early, & vp6 wenſday the 
9: wee marched from Maſeyct in extreame & continuall raynie weather, 
and that day the Army paſſed ouer the Bridge, on that (ide that Maſcycł, 
lyeth, and . night quaitered an houres going short of QNaeſtricht, be- 
tweene two Villages, called Harne, aud Ricł. ham, neete vnto the Lord of 
Perſons houſe, & the Hoog.· Cloiſter belonging to the principaliticof Leige. 


The order of the march thu day was, 


The English had the Van-guard. 
The Dutches the Battailc. 


The Frenches the Rearc. 


Fromrthis quarter Monſ: Perceuall the quarter-maiſter 6cnerall, and 
diuerſe other Officers of good experience, were ſent with a ſtrong guard 
of horſe , to view the ſcituation of the cirtiz of Maſtricht, and the moſt 
convenient places, and grounds for the quartering of our Army about it, 
which was ſpeedilie done, and a quattet · maſtet of cuery Regiment, with 
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a betgea nt of every Company, went before totake vp their gtound, and 
to draw out thel quarters agai nſt the coming of the Army, _ 

On the tenth wer marched to our quarters before Ma richt Count 
Henry of Naſſau had the Vau- guard, the French the Battle, and the Eu- 
glish the Reste. E 

This day the Army was devided into foure quarters, the Lord of Bre- 
Aerodeis, his Ex owne quarter, Count Henryes vpon the hill, and Colo- 
nell Fiuſons by the vpper bridge, here proviſions came from Luke, 

The 11: of lune, the quarter-maiſter Genetall gaue the ground 
to the quarter · maiſter of every Regiment, forthe entienching of their 
ſcuerall quarters , which was performed by the Officers, and Souldiers, 
with great diligence, and the quartets that night where made defen- 
ſible. Le EN 

Ihe 1 2: five peceesof ordnance, were planted vpon the brow of a hill, 
neere vnto colonel! Pinſons quarter, theſe did the tow ne little harme, 
becauſe the Battery was to farre diſtant. 

The 13: and 14: orders where giuen out, that every Souldiet should 
withall ſpeede builde vp their huts, and cabbins, with Bed · ſteads from 
the ground, which was done accordingly, 

This night wee began to breake ground, & to make our apptoches to- 
wards the towne, on the weſt · ſide towards Wymering port, and ran two 
lyncs towards the higheſt and ſtrongeſt part of all the towne : It was or- 
dred that Count Solms, Count Maurice , and Count Hannaws Regi- 
ments, should alwayes keepe their turnes, and watch with the Frenches 
in the approches, which came to their turne every ſcauenth night: and 
after the 4 English Kk egiments, had furnished the watch in the approches 
4. nights one aſtet an other, the Scotch taking their turnes after the En- 
glish, watched in the trenches with iheit owne nation three nights , till 
their Companies had all watched over, and what they fell to shorte 
of the laſt night the English were to make vp out of their Regiments, ſo 
that every Regiment English & Scotch had the watchin the approches 
every ſcucnth night, 

T his night wee had alſo orders, that thoſe Companyes which had the 
watch in the approches, should draw in Parado every night tothe quar- 
ter of the Colonell that cõmanded, to fing a Pſalme, and heate Prayers, 
& the Companies to be ready to march into the trenches at 7. of 
the clocke in the euening, without ſound of Drumm, and without head- 
Fecccs z and taces.

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And the Quarter-maiſters of euery Regiment were commanged to 
etch mate rialls: the commanded workemen of our Nation, were4o: of 
each Regiment, and 80: of my Lord General! Veres. Monſieur Niels 

his Ex**: Inginier appointed to gœ with the English & Scotch. 

And Collqnell Harwood vpon the 14: lune of in the night, fitſt broke 
ground in the approches before Maſtricht. 44 4." 72 
Ihe 15. & 16.0ur approche went well forward & a batrerie was made. 
The 15. there was ſent by his Ex**: cõmand 18 dompanles of foote of 
" diuerſe Nations, vnder the comid of Count Maurice of Naſſau, Collonel 
of the yvallon Regiment, and quartered on the ſide of Falkenborch ouer 

againſt vvieck, yyherc they fortfied themſelues moſt ſtronglie, as if they 
had bin in a towne, the Companies of our Nation vvere theſe: Captaine 
Killegrey , Captaine Eſſex, Captaine Scudamore , Captaine Courtney, 
Captaine Morton, and Captaine Inglebie. | | 

Thus the Armie being ſetled, and all quarters entrenched , the appro- 
ches furnished, and all out-yvorks, and by-guards, ofderlic Kept, & relei- 
ved, many other ſtrong yvorks of Fortification, as Redoubts, double dit- 
ches, Halfemoones, Horneworks, Spurres & Trayerſes, vvere made along 
the lyne of circum-yalation,and preparcd for the Enemyes attempt, who 
vvas daylie expected, io come and fall on, vpon ſome part of our Ar mie, 
for the teleife of the towne, and therefore a ott Royal vvas made, called 
the Inglish Fort, ouer againſt the English quarter. And an other ſtrong 
Fort called Belfide,but more commonlie Brederodes Skonce, becauſe it laic 
neere to the Baron of Brederodes Quarter for defence of that part ofthe 
Leager , and of the lower bridge, vyhich vvas there laycd for the paſſage 
of our Forcesover the Riuer, as occaſion should require, 

In the begining of the ſeige, thoſe in the rowneannoyed vs much in 
our quarters yvith their great Ordnance, and many vvere ſlayne in their 
huts and tents, eſpeciallie in the Scotch quarters ,ſo that vvee vvere forced 
to make Baracades , and blindes in moſt places for the defenſe of out 
quarters, and the Prince of Orange being to neere, remoued his tents to 
the top of the hill, neere the French quyfters, | . 

The 16. Colonell Pakenham commanded in the approches, and ma- 
ny vvorkmen vvere ſent to yyorke in the trenches. This day it vvas or- 
danied, that a Sargeant Maiorshoyld gar a grand-Kound cucry night, he- 

tweene Count Henties quarters and ours. * 
Likewiſe orders yyere giuen out to all Captaines,and their Sutlers, io 
ptouide victualls for their Companies for ten daies, aud that to betzi .

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Sunday following : after the expĩration of thoſe ten dayes, thete was once 
or twice a vyceke Ammunition bread brought to cuery Regiment, to be 
equally dealt among the ſouldiers for their moneys, 

The 17. Certaine vvorkemen out of every Regiment vvere, ſent to 
finish the yyorks begun this night in the trenches, | ; 

The letters and declarations of Count Henry of the Berke, touching 
his revolt from Spaine, this daye came into our Army in print. — 

This nightthe Scotch Colonell Brogee his Regiment begining, tooke 
their turnes to watch in the approches, from this day to the 2 2 our appro- 
ches went well forward, the Enemy many iy mes ſally ing out, but were 
commonly beaten back againe with loſſe. | 
Ihe 22. about 4 of the clocke in the aſternoone the Fnemy ſallyed out 
about 200. ſtrong, an hundred fell into the Englishe trenches , andas 
many into the French, | 

The Horſe troope which had the guard at the entrance into our tren- 
ches, fell out on the French ſide, & beate them in and the Captaine of the 
guard Shot with a bullet, and Captaine Shapes on the English ſide, fell 
out of our trenches withſome 80: men, and did encounter them in the 
playne feild, the Enemy ſtodd it out in the open feild, but after ſome skir- 
mishing retyred : this night wee aduanced our works in the approches, 
without interruption, | 

1 he 23; they of the towne made a triumph with peales of Ordnance, 
and Volleys of Musket-shott, which made vs expect, they would attempt 
ſomething vpon vs that night, or the next day following, 

This day wee had a Conuoy from Nimwegen of 20: Ships loaden with 
meale, Ammunition,and diuerſe materialls of warte. 

The 22. of lune Colonell Pakenham commanding in the trenches was 
Shott in his face, 

Vpon Thurſday the 24 the Enemy ſallyed out of the towne about 100 
firong,to beate in our workmen,and fell into our trenches : An A/ferus 
or Enſigne of theirs , who had the Command of zo: men, followed the - 
allault almoſt to our Carpr- du. guard, but at laſt they were put to retteate, 
and the Alſerus ſlayne with moſt of his meu: A parley was had for a cer- 
tain tyme to fetch of the Alſerus his body, and other priſoners, Into this 
Alen his pockets were cloſely conveyed fonie Coppies of the letters 
of Count Henry of the Berke his reuolt : in this fight Captainc Hickmans 
Scrgant,and ſome Souldiers of his Company were ſlayne. | 

The 2 5:alſo Marquis Sintte Crore, came in the eueing withtheSpanish 
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Army to T ongeren, where hee lay to victuall his Army two dayes. 

Munday the 28: of lune, the Spanish Army came and quarteredin the 
Villages on this ſide Tangeren, not aboue an houres going from his Ex**; 
quarter, there Reere being come vp, they made agreat noiſe withrtheir 
ordnance , and diſcharged toure tymes 24: peeces of Cannon, one after 

mother, aud hung out lights vpon the ſteeple there a bouts, to encourage 

ir freinds in the tow ne. and to fignific vato them, that they were not 
farrof: Thoſcofthe rowne anſwered them againe, and shot al their ord- 
nance three times off round about the towne;, their Bullets grazing , and 
taking throw our quarters. 

This night, the Prince, ſent a guarde of Muskctteirs with lights toſcarch 
aCauc;w hich was imagined to go vnder the ground into the tow ne, ih 
entred the Caue on the fide of the Mage, in the hill of Lachtenberch Caft te, 
& found it to be hewen out by mens hands, through a rock of free-ſtone, 
and came forth on the other ſide of the hill, neete vato the walls of the 
row ne. 

- Tueſday the 29: the Enemy marched from his quarters, in the ſight 
of our Army towards the heath, A ſpyc which marched with them three 
daycs brought intelligence, that their Army conſiſted of 178.Companies 
of foote 76: troopes of horſe: / opceces of ordnance greatand ſmall, and 
900: vvaggons, and matched in Phalanges and great Baitalions, with thcir 
Carriages, baggage, and wagons after cucry Battalion. 

I his night they tooke vp their quarters in the Village by the hooght 
Cloyſtcralittle below the Baron of Brederods quarters, where wee lay the | 
night before wee fate downe b:fore Maſtricht, and where they remayned. 

1 his night alſo a.morter was planted in the English approches, which 
Schott two great Granados of 80: pound weight, one of them fell in the 
Enemyes half. moone beforc Braſſelli port, the other inthe towne, and 
blew vpahouſc. 

The zo: of lune, out horſe and the Enemygsskirmished together, their 
horſe ſlanding in Battalia, while their zooie marched forward, our horſe 
skirmishing with them. lew ſome of them, and tooke others ptiſoners. 

The firſt of luly, out approches being well aduauced, there was a tta- 
rerſe of the Enemies which lay ſome 30 paces ia the playne field beyond 
the further point of our Sapp: His EX: gaue order that this night it 
Should be aſſaulicd, | 

The Earle of 0xford then commanded in the approches,and great flore 
ol Brushe was broughi downe,and workmen appointed ior that ſervice:

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my Lord of Oxford gaue order to aſſault it in this manner 
That Sergeant Bagnall my Lord Veres Sergeant off Dott Company, 
Should fall on firſt with 15. men, then Lieutenant Garth, Lieutenant 
to St: Henry Herbert with 40. men, and the workmen, and affer him Cap- 
taine Roockwood with 80: men more, all which was performed accor- 
dingly, and they beate the Enemy out off the naverſe, and ma intained

The Enemy this night had drawne out of the rowne about Jes men, with 
intent to haue given vs a Camiſſado, and to have falne vpon our works, but 
this alarum of ours prevented them; how ſoe vet they were iu Armesand 
in a readines to teceave vs, which made the fight more hard, for falling 
vpon their traverſe to regaine it, hey caſt aboundance of hand-Granadocs 
in amongſt our men which did muchannoy them: and indeede it was 
doubtfull for a while whether outs or the Enemyes men should carry it; 
vpon this Sr. Symon Harecourt being then preſent with my Lord of ox- 
ford, was ſeat with freshe men in all expedition to ſccond Capitaine 
Roockw od.

The fight grew hott, by reaſon the Enemy shott ſo much among out 
men, & diuetſe were ſlay ne and hurt, among the reſt, Captgine Regckword 
had his arme, (nere vnto his Shoulder) shot in peices: Sr, Harconrt 
Shot through his cheeks by the Pallate of his mouth, and his thigh ſosely 
torne with a granadoe ; and Lieuetenant Garth receaued a moriallshoit 
through his body, whereof hee dyed shogtly after: Theſe Otfice ts 
being brought off, my Lord of oxtord (cat Captaine Cane with 20: 
Pikes, and 20: Muskettieres off my Lord Generall Veres Company off 
Dort, and afier him Enſigne Sydenham, with ſome Gentle-men and 
Souldiets off his Company off Deſ/fthey fell on, and beate the Enemy 
out off it againe, and mayntainedit, (not withſtanding thatihe Enemy 
Shott mighily and caſt abundance off granadocs amongſt them,) almoſt 
an houre, & Calling for workemen to turne it vp, which fayling 
them, ſeing that it was not tenible, becauſe it lay to open to the valls 
off the towne , the Counterskarfe, their halff.moone, and outworks 
quitted it, and retircd againe into aur works; Diuerſe Voluntleret, 
Gentlemen and Souldiers off my Lord Veres two Companies, were 
ſlayne, and hurt, as Captain Hewwien Reformado, Mr; Knowlls, Mr: 
um-, Mr: Wittingiow, Mr: Sedewicke , beſides diverſt Gentlemen and

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To preveni the Spanish Armye Coming over the Ve, there was 
ſent diverſe Companies of English, Scotch, French, and Dutch, to lye 
along the River ſide, in thoſe places, which were like-lyeſt for theEnemye 
to come ouer: and every night men were ſent likewiſe to the Lord of 
Brederodes quartiets, where there was made invincible works, to hinder 
the Enemyefrom approching towards his quarter, aud our lower- bridge. 
The Enemyes Army lying ſo neere vs, it was now a tyme of action, for 
euerie night the whole Armye at the shooting off, of the warning peece, 
was in Armes, and drew to the lyne, every Companie ſtanding ioo. or 
150. paces, one from another, and the horſe troopes behinde them: this 


laſted for ſixe weekes every night, till we had taken in the towne, 


I he firſt of luly alſo, out long runing trench began to be made, on the 


other ſide of the Me, beneath the Lord of h̃rederoae/ bridge, for the ſafe- 


guard of our men, that went daylye at noone to guarde the water ſide, 
eyen from the Bridge to the houſe of Geul, where Count Stirums quarter 
was: the Enemye had planted ordnance vpon diverſe Batteries, along 


the watet fide, and shott at our men marching to their Guards, but did 


them little har me. | 

The fecond of luly in the morning, fixe French Companies of the 
Date of Cangales Regiment, the Marques d Efteexx his Leiftenant Colo- 
nell com ing, had the guard on the other fide of the River, to hinder 
the Enemye from putting over the Mae, below the Lord of Brederedes 
-quarter : The Marques diſtruſtiag the Enemye would attempt ſome 
ſuchthingiu the night, laygd fome of his men in Ambaſcadoe among the 
Reedes, and in the cotne, and ſuffred the Enemye to put over two punts 
full of his men, about 3 oo ſtrong, and another pupt full followed them; 
The Enemye being landed, high Batches and Wallsns, fell io worke with 
their Spades, to make good that peece of ground, where they inteuded to 
Jay over theit bridge , & had caſt vp three Crofle Batteries on the other 


ide of the River, that vader the fa vout of them, hee might paſſe over his 


men, and had lodged ſome 3000 Muskettiers along the River ſide in a 
breſt-worke caſt vp in the night, to play vpon our men. The Frenches 
ſeing them at worke, butſt out of their ambuſcadces, fel} vpon them Pell. 
Mell, and gott betweene the Rivet and them, and charged them vp to the 
vety middle in water: Ihe Fnemye played cruellye ypon the Frenches 
from their Battetyes, hich flanckered that place, and their Cannon bul- 
lets raked through he French Companies, flew many of them, and shott 
of the Armes & leggs of divets of chem, & ſame oſ them erte shoit with

Muskerr bulletts,from over the River: Howſocuerthe Marques and his 
men carryed them (clues ſo well , that they beate the Enemy backe, 
andſunck one punt with men ia it, ſo that there was drowned, ſlayne, & 
taken Priſoners of the Enemye vpon chis action, about 400 men, where 
of five or ſixe of them were Captaines, two or three Alfersſſes, and 70. 
Souldiers. The Marques d' Eſteaux, who had beſtirred himſelfe ſo bra- 
velye, when all was done, & in coming of, was flayne with an vnhappye 
Cannon bullett of the Enemies, and with him alſo were {Jayne Captaine 
Foullon, Captaine du Freſues, Monſieus Bow his Leiftenant,and Leiftenant 
de Fay, beſides divers voluntiers, Gentelmen,and Souldiers,tothe num- 
ber of fifty which lay dead vpon the place, and a gizate many hurte men 
were brought of. 

This after noone the Enemye ſent a Trompetres to demaund his Pri- 
ſonnets, hee ſpeaking with his Ex: for their releaſment, commended 
much his clemencie, and mereye, that they were not all put io the ſword, 
and alſo what good quarter was gi ven to the kings men the yeare before 
at Bergen op Zoom, when wee tooke their punts, and Shalloups, and that 
it ever they should haue ſuch an advantage vpon vs, hee hoped they 
would doe the like. 

Saturday the third of luly, our horſe tooke five carrs laden with 
bread,and other proviſion which was going to the Kinges Campe. 

The next day being the fourth, the Regimeut of Colonell Belford being, 
in the trenches, (Sr, James Lewviſſone, his Leift, Colonell who then com- 
manded) the Enemye gaue them an Alarme, Sr, Iames ſtanding vp ro ice 
what the matter was, receaved a dangerous shott vpon the.crowne of 
his head,w hereof thanks be to God he recovered, 

The fourth of luly alſo, our horſe & firelocks, tooke 60 waggons and 
cartes, laden with wyne, beate, and victualls for the Enemies Armye, and 
brought in 103 Peſants, whereof ſome proved Neugralls, the other 
Enemies. * | 

The fift of [uly, without the loſſe of any men, our ſapp was cut into the 
Enemyes traverſe, which the English before had aſſaulted. 

About this tyme it was a very wet ſeaſon, & greate ſtore of Raine fell, 
fo that the River ſwelled, and the Enemye could not forde it over, till 
our works, double entrenchements, Ditches, Skonces, Ravelings, and 
halfe-Moones on the other ſide of the River, were deſẽſible, which made 
vs belcive, that as God fought for ys before the Buſſe withdrye weather, 
o now hee did the like by weit weather, & made the heavy; to favous vs. 
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Tueſday the ſixte off luly, the beſeiged fell out vpon out worktnen in 
the ſappe off the traverſe, my Lord cHMorges then commanding, beate 
them tw ice out off it, hee hirnſelfe was shott vpon his breſt, and ſome 
others hurt and ſlayne. This night the Enemy ſprung a myne vnder 
the travetſe in the English approches, but did little harme. 

This ſixte off luly alſo his EN, hearing that the Enemy intended to 
fallon, hee ſent Monſt: Stacienbureh Licuctenant Generall off the horfe 
to giue them a ſound alarme,which was done in this manner following: 
Hee had with him ſome 80: horſe, & ſome 80: firclocks, and tooke with 
him many trumpetts, and Drums, which where to ſound, and to beate 
a charge in ſurdry places, and coming neere them, hee fell on with his 
horſe, & firelocks, the trumpetts ſounding, & the Drums beating, gaue 
them ſuch a terrible allarme, that the Enemy ſuppoſing (as the runewayes 
and priſoners reported) that his Ex**: had giut᷑ on with his whole Army, 
did ſo puſle them, that they run too, and fro, like men amazed, and 
could not get into Armes: Monſt: Stactenburch broke into their trench 
and cut offa corps de Guard, wherein a Spanish Captaine was ſlay ne, and 
takcing diverſe priſoners, returned backe into his quarters, 

The 7. our men brought in 20. horſemen priſonners witha Droſlard, 
and 9 Carrs laden withprovifions, which were declared good boote. 

The 8:they brought in likewiſe ſome karrsladen with wyne & prgyi- 
ſion which was for Count 7obn off Naas. 

The 9 an 10. our approches were well advanced, 

The 11: ef luly a convoy came fro Nemwegen, with money, & victuals. 

Ihe 12: off luly wee had intelligence that the Marqueſſe Sante Croce 
was in Armes, & had deuided his troopes into three Battaliòs, ith intent 
to attempt ſome thing vpon vs, and to ſee if they ould have brooke 
through our lyne, but bethinking themſelves they returned back againe 
into theirquartgrs. This day alſo ſixe Souldiers off the Enemies, came 
out off the towne with their Armes, & advggtized the Prince of the State 
ofthe towne, & where their Mynes lay: they were feat to take entettai- 
nement of count Henry of the gerte, V hich they themſelves deſited. 

More over this daye the french approches were ſo well advanced, thut 
a Soudier called id. boare of my Lord Veres Company of Dort, and 4: 
ot het ſouldicrs,for 800: gilders vadertoke to ſapp into the Counterſcarfe 
of the towne , this day alſo thete came nyne Dutch Companies from 
Greaimgitoour Army, which were quarteredon Weick fide, , 

Tuclday the 13. of luly cettaine forces of the Enemy marched towards 

Maſeyck, 
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Maſeych, the Prince fearing that they might get over the Maze, or take in 
the houſe of Count Henry of the Berke in Steevens-weert , ſent thither- 
ward Count Stirum withdiverfe Foote Companies, and the Duke off 
Bouillon followed him with ſome 20: troopes of horſe more. 

The 14: the Enemy found out a Myne in the trench approches, and 
ſtole the Powder out of it. The French likewiſe found out a Myne, vn- 
der one of their Corps du guard, and ſerved them in the like er. 
This daye five women were taken coming out off the towne whereoff 
one had a packett of letters found about her, 

The 15. this daye in the * off the tow ne fell vpon the 
French works, and tooke in part off their ſapp, and began to caſt it vp 
againſt them , but in the afier noone the French falling on vpon them 
tecoueted the moſt part of it againe with the loſſe of ſome men, 

This night the Date of Bouiilom tooke in the Caſtle of Argenteau, ſciii 
ated on a high Hill betweene Luke & our army to ſecure our proviſions. 

Vpon Fryday the 16. of luly, the Enemy had in a readineſſe another 
Myne, and ſpringing that, filled the French ſapp with earth ſome foure 
rodds, where vpon the French Colonell Monſieur Maiſon-Nenfve, that 
commanded, deſired his Ex“: that the French might ſpring their myne, 
and haue a revenge, which the Prince not only granted; but alſo was 
pteſent there himſelfſe: The myne then being ſprung the Frenches fell 
on braucly, and droue the Enemy into their Moate, and followed them 
ſo cloſe, that they cryed out, Melicurs Faite Nous Graces , the French loſt 
aboue 40: men, among which Enftgne Fay was ſlayne, and tlie Enemy 
aboue 100: ſlayne and hurt that day, as they them ſelues confeſſed. I he 
ſpringing off ihe Myne tooke but ſiiile effect, yei not withſtanding: the 
French Voluntiers, Gentlemen, & Souldiets tell on & purſucd hem the 
Enemy shooting fo thicke with their Cannon aud ſmall shott, from the 
walle and their out- works, that they could not lodge in ihe Myne, nor 
caſt vp the earthagainſt the Enemy, where driven to tetyre againe into 
their workes. | 

The VVallons relieuing the French, about one ofthe clocke in the 
niglu fell on againe vpon the Enemyes worke, and beate them out off it, 
But fresh ſeconds falling out of the towne, the V vallons teiteated into 
their works. 

In this fight were ſlayne Monſicur Bezs a French Captain that com- 
manded, a French Lieuetenant, and a V Yallogs Enſigne, beſide, ſome: 
39; Souldicrs ſlayne and hurt. Y 


16. 
The Enemy loſt alſo in theſe ſeuetall encounters $2 men, as they them. 
ſelves reported, and about 60 hurt, whereof ſome of them died of their 
wounds afterwatds. 

The 18: a Burger of Maſtricht came voluntarily ouer into our Army 
This day atſo there came 60: Muskettcirs from Leige, which were taken 
vp there, and tayſed for vs. \ | 

A'woman alſo was apprehended ,*and taken goeing withaletters to 
the Spanish Army. 

Alſoa Spaniard was taken in peſants Cloathes, and brought in, which 
had letters from Sancte Croce, to the Gouernout of Gelick, 

Letters were likewiſe intercepted fr6 the Inſanta to Papenheim, wherein 
shee offered him preſent pay for two monthes , if hee would helpe to re. 
leiue Maaſtricht, and come into the Land of Lake as an Enemy. 

" Vpon Munday the 19: the Enemyes Horſe of Sancte Croce his Army, 
ſurrounded, and made a brauado before the Princes Quarters,chaſed and 
tooke many of the waggoners horſes, and ſlew ſome Foremen, our ordi- 
nance playd vpon them, and our horſe charged them and ſlew a Captaine 
of theirs and made them to retteate. The Princes Captaine of his troope 
of Harquebuſiers was ſlayne this day, our men alſo flew ſome of the 
Enemy, and tooke others priſoners. 

Ihe Lord of Ypdam haucing 100: horſe ypon the Maze neere vnto 
Stockham, brooke out of an Ambuſcado ſuddenly, & charged three of the 
Enemies troopes of horſe, put them to flight, and purſued them ſo faſt, 
that they tooke 12: horſe and 2 5: horſmen priſonets. 

The 20. Nothing of conſequence was done. 

Wenſday the 21. of luly proclamation was made that hee w<h-could 
take any going in, or out of the towne, with letters, should haue two hun- 
dred gilders for his labour, * 

The Count Marſuſt Maiſter of the King of Spanies finances, or reue- 
newes;revolted and declared himſelfe at Leige againſt the Spaniards and 
published his reaſons, 

This day 25 fitelocks fallied out of thetowne , neere vnto the place 
where Sr: Robert Honywoods troope had the guard, hee ſell vpon them ſlew 
ſixe of the m and tooke three priſoners, 

This nighi the Enemy attempted againe to come over the water, and 
ſent ouer two hundred Italians in Sloops on our fide of the Maze : but 
Caglonell Farick ſett vpon them, ſlew diuerſc of them among the reſt a 
Colonell which had the command in that action, and tooke ſome 70: pri- 

8 ſonets, 
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ſoners, and a Sariaht Maior, ſix Captaines, the moſt of thERefarmados, & 
two Alferaſes. The Dutch loſt in this ſight Captaine Brayn, & no others. 

This day alſo while the English gave the Enemy an allarum in their 
trenches, the Princes guard, and the v vallons ſprung a mine in the French 
approches, and fell ypon a Traverſe of the Enemies, before their halfe- 
moone, they fought a long tyme with the Enemy, till their Amunition 
was ſpent, and the alarum being hott Leiutenant Yinian, Lieuctnant to 
Sr: jobs Manwoods Company, was ſent withall expedition with 40: fresh 
Musketteirs out off the English approchts to ſecond them, and ſome 
Dutch ; hefell vpon the Enemy, and put them to retreat , and made the 
place good, till the workmen turnedit vp, & lodged ſome of our men in it 
the Enemy holding one ſide of the worke and wee the other. Count 
Haynaw , who commanded the Regiments of the guards, did catrie 
himſelfe valiantly in thisaQtion , charged the Enemy in the play ne feild, 
with his ſ\word-drawnein his hid was there ſlayne, whoſe death the Prince 
much lamented, Three v vallon Captaines were hurt, and diverſe Gent- 
lemeu and Souldiers flayne in this ſervice. 

The 22. of luly towards noone the Enemy ſprung a myne neere the 
point off the English ſapp, which caft vp abundance of Earth, and falling 
into our ſapp filled it vp a rodd. or more, and likewiſe ſtopt the entrance 
into our myne, 

This caſt vs behinde, and wee were driven toworke yt outagaine,and 
cleere both our ſapp, and our myne before wee could aduance forward. 
V Vhea the Enemyes men ſprung their Myne : v vechad three or toure 
men aſapping forward, the earth fell vpon them , and butied two off 
them 12: or 1 3: foote deepe vnder it in the mouth of our ſapp, my Lord 
of oxford vpon Thurſday night commanded, & a little before the breake 
of the day, theſe two Souldiers of Sariant Maior Generall Witts his Com- 
pany, which were buried ynder the Earth, when the Enemies myne yas 
blowne vp, lying in the concaue thereof, wrought themſclyes out with 
their hands, and a ſpade, and tumbled into our ſapp, among our men, who 
ſuppoſing they had bin the Enemy, were ready to give fire vpon them, 
which they ſeeing, cryed out that they were our owne men, thus it pleaſed, 
God miraculouſly to preſerve theſe two poore men, which lay buryed 
vnder the Earth 15: houres, from Eleuen a Clock in the day, till 3 a clock 
in the next morning. Lieutenant ColoncH Praade who commanded that 
day in the apptoches when the mync was ſprung, was 5hort dead in his 
hend with a fitelock bullet, 5 7 
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This day Count William off Naſſas returned from Autmerpe, and came 
into our Armye, with zo Companies, who were quartered betweene 
Count Maurice his quatter, and the lower bridge. 

Vpon the 24: in the morning the Enemy iprang a Myne in the French 
A pproches, but did little harme. Ihe English alſo ſprung their Myne 
fearing that the Enemy had diicouered it,& would haue prevented them, 
the Earth fell short of the Enemies worke. | 

This day two peſants were taken coming out of the towue, wheteoff 
one off them had lettets found about him, 

The 25: two new Companies were raiſed at Leige w*h:came ynto vs. 

About this time the States raiſed nine troops off horſe, 

About ſixe off the clock this morning the Enemies troope off horſe, 
which lay in the towne (laying ſome firelocks in Ambuſcado for theis 
retreat) ſallied out vpon Weike ſide, & came vpon the ſpur into a Village 
about an English mile from the row ne, thinking that our horſe troopes, 
which lay there, had him vpon the watch, and ſo to have pillaged theis 
lodgings in their abſence: but our men ſtaying ſome thing longer 
them vſuall; taking the Alarum, charged them with three troopes off 
our horſe, and falling in among them, made them returne with greater 
ſpeede then they came, and followed them foc cloſe, vn till they came to 
the Ambushe off ther firclocks , which brake out, and gave fire vpon 
our men , andthe Cannon out of the Towne played , among them, 
which made the Enemies horſe take courage againe, and turning faces 
about, charged our men, but our men broke them ſo, that their foote 
caſting away their firclocks, ran away, & aftcr them their horie, whome 
our men charged home vp to the very port, though they shott much 
withtheir ordnance from the wall: In this skitsmish we loſt 4 or 5 horſ· 
men, andthe Enemy loſt many more. Captaine Hurryes troope a Scotch 
Captaine was very much comended for this ſervice: This day one of our 
ſapps was fo farr advanced, that it touched one ofthe Enemyes works, 
this being St: lame: his day,wee were verilic perſwaded, that the Marques 
Sancte Croce would have fallen on vpon our lyne,andoutworks, to ſee iff 
hee could have releived the towne, but wee kept ſo ſtrong a watch, that 
hee did not try what their Patron-Saint would doe for them. 

The 26: the Enemy ſent ſome of histroopes towards Meſeyck. 

Tueſday the 27: of luly, the beſciged ſprung a Myne in the English 
trenches, which defaced our fapp, & did a little hurt to one of our mynes. 

This afiernoone the Enemy ſprupg two Mynes in the Frenchappro- 
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ches, the v vallons haveing the guard there, had hurt & ſlayne 18: of their 
men, among whom Captaine Duke his Enſigne was ſlaine. The Enemies 
horſe of the towy ne ſalied out on Weike ſide, but were preſently beaten ile 

This night alſo a Corps du guard, anda Battery was made in the ille 
aboue the towne , and a morter planted, the which played with grana- 
does, and two ſmall peeces into Weick. 2 

The 28: of Iuly about one of the clocke in the night, the Enemy shott 
fr6 their — directs peeces of ordnice, but did not attEpt to put over. 

The French this afiernoone ſprung a Myne, and fell on vpon it, but 
the earth lying ſo open toward the towne , retreated with the loſſe off; 
Captaine Levilletts and ſome others. 

I huſday the 29: of luly that aftetnoone, the Enemy fell out, andshott 
much in the English trenches: of ours there were ſome 20 men flayne & 
hurt, among the reſt Captaine Courtney, who commanded Colonell 
Patenbams Companic, had his thigh broaken with a Granadce, whereof 
three dayes after he dyed. And in the night the Enemy ſprung a Myac 
which did ſome harme to our ſapp. 

The 30:of luly,the Prince went downe into the Frẽch approches, to ſee 
the gallery, which was newly begun: In the English approches, a Battery 
was made & advanced neerer the wall, having two halfe Canon planted 
vpon it, the one played vpon the Bruſſels Port, and the halfe - moone be- 
fore it, and the other to diſmount a peece of the Enemyes, which lay vpon 
the Rondle of the wall, and did much harme to out men, but the Enemy 
from the ſame Rondle, with their peece, put one of our Canons to ſi - 
lence, and flew a Cannonier. 

Ihe laſt of luly, Sr: James Sanderling commannding , the Scotch ha - 
veing the guard in the trEches, a ſapt was brought into the Enemies ſpur, 
which lay before their Counter-skarfe , which the Enemy ſeeing, shott 
continually from 10: of the clock in the morning, till 7, a clock in the 
Evening, with Canon, Slings, Firclocks, and Musketts vpon them, and 
threw hand granadoes among them, & with all they fell on, with flayles, 
forkes, and clubbs, full of nayles, and ſett fire on out blinde, which made 
our worke lye open to theit shott: not withſtanding the Scoich main- 
tey ned yt bravely. In this fight was ſlayne with a Canon bullet wonhy 
Lieutenant Brace, who carryed himſelf very vaillantly this day, & fought 
in his shirt, and oftentimes came to push of the Pike with the Ennemie 
vpon the top of the worke, and puld their flayles, and clubbs from them 
with his hands. 
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Enſigne Riddle alſo a hope full yongGentlmea received their his mortal 

wound,whereof with in two dayes he dyed. And Captaine Leviſton, & 

Lieutenant Douglas were hurt. To conclude the ſcotch had & hurt ſlayne 

this daye ſome 30: of theit men, whercof Colonell Broughs owne Com- 
nie bad hurt and ſlayne about ſiateene. | 

The firſt of Auguſt our newe Pattcriewhich was put to ſilence before: 
began to ſpeake againe, & to shot vpon the Ennemics Roundle, to ſe iff 
they could diſmount their ordinance throw the pori- holes they puit the 
to ſilence, yett for all that nowe and then they shott very dangerouſly 
with their ſliug pecce vpon our men. 

This day alſo the Ennemy ſett fire vpon two of out blinds: and flew: 
ſome of our men. 

The ſecondof Auguſt our men with often sheviingwith two halfe- 
Canon from the French Battery did ſo shake & beate vpon the wall over 
againſt the French approches, that it ſunck downe ſame three todes, cb: 
made the Ennemie io quitt a part of their counterskarfe. And the French 
advanced well their great covert galletie ynder the dry Moate. 

The third of Auguſt the Enemy was not ſo lavish in shooting awaye 
their powder and bullets as wouts they to be, but did beginn to husband 
yt againſt a time of more neede; ſo that this night wee had not one man 
Shott, onely Colonell Haremeod gott a ſligh hurt with a granado. I his 
night the English ſapt into the Enemies counterskaiſe & to the btinke of 
their moate, and made there two ot thtee ſmall guards, to maintaine the 
app, aud io offend the Ennemie. 

The fourth of Auguſt wee brought an other ſapp vp on our right 
hand into their moate, and made likewiſe tw oot three litle Corps oft 
guatd to ſecure yt. It was admirable to ſee when wee had gott into their 

counterskarfe and the brinck of their deep diich, howe many windings 
and tutniugs, lines, flancks, and ſapps we made, they were like a 
wherein one might have loſt himſelt, if hee had not fpowne them well. 
They braunched out one both ſides of our great gallerie, and diverſe pye- 
neſts, & (mall gards were made beyonde the Entrance into yt, to flanker 
along the moate, & to playe vpõ the wall, which did ſo much overloke vs, 

Our great gallerie was ſo ynder- propt with ſupporters of timber, and 
plancks aboue yt, that foure men might march in Frunt in yt. Every dayc 
and night wee got a rode or more, it was 160 paces long, and went shel- 
ving downe ſome 8: foote vndet the bottome of their dry moate, which 
was of a hugh deepth, and then riſing. vp againe to come to _—_ 
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dation of their ſtone wall. Having then (as is @id) gott into the Ennetnies 
Couuterskarſe, dry ditch or moatethey by degrees liile & lite quitted part 
of yy and retyred toward theit halfe-moones, before hoih their ports ca- 
ſtivg vp ſmall ta vetſes vpon their Counterskarfe and the brinck of their 
moate to hinder vs from ſapping forwatd, ſo that they difputedevery 
patch of ground with vs, & wee were forcedtocuttihem out of them, or 
elſe 1ofyre them out of them. 

Ihe Enemie hadplanteda ſmall peece ia their halfe-moone, shot into 
our (apps, and from the Roundle vpon out right hand, which flew ſome 
of out men, Among the ielt Sargant Parker Conductor to Mr: Net his 
EX laginics. 5 

The fift Count Suramputt 300: men into Sitters, this cauſed the Bur- 
gers to come to his Ex: to beſecch him, that hee would with drawe his 
men out of yt, ot elſe putt a (tronger Guatulſon into yt, to hold yt againſt 
Count Papen beym, who was paſſed ouer the Ane with 12000: foote, and 
3000: horſe, and was marching towards Maſtricht pillaging & plundring 
all the villages, and Gentle mens houſes that laye in his waye. 

Ihe ſixth out horſemen tooke a0 Of Pagen beym horſe men iuſt as they 
were a breaking vp, of a church, and plundting of yt, and brought them 
ptiſonnets to the Prince: but his Ex“: feat them back to their Generall 
Without any ranſome, becauſe he wold not give ike firftoccation of brea- 
King the newrtralitic. 

This day his Ex: to prevent the Ennemies from approching, and ma. 
king of Batteties, io Shote into his one, and the Frenchrquarters from a 
village not farte of, here out mẽ had diſcounered ſome worke, ch: the 
Enemie had caſt vp, cauſed high Barrocadees to be made with in the line 
along his onc & the French quarters, & ran aline from the trench into the 
feild to meeie the Ennemy, & made a royall fort at the end of yt, to have 
planted ordnance vpon yt, which the Enanemy perceiving ſpared both 
the labour and the charge. 

This day alſo the great English Gallerie, was begun-vnder the Farth. 

The Prince comming into the Freach & English approches, which he 
did comonly every day, & ſo hazarerd his per ſon more then the Officers 
were willing to ſee, eſeapiug narrowly many ashott, eſpied in the English 
apptoches a ſmall traverſe, which the Enncmy held on the one ſide, and 
wee on the other, from whence the Enemy threw many Granadees into 
our ſap among our men, hich did much annoy them. Colonell Browghs 
Regimẽt this night had the watch in the trenches, & ä 
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his Licutenant Colonell rommanded: his Exe gave him order that the 
Scotch should aſſault yt, to beate the Ennemy out of yt, which they did 
and about eleven a clock in the night:during the fight our ordnance,and 
ſmall shott from the French, and English Batteries, played much vpon the 
Ene mie, they gave fire vpon the wall, & the Enemy alſo playd weh: their 
Canon and ſmall shott from of the wall, and flanckers vpon vs. The man- 
ner of aſſaulting of yt was thus, Captaine Ogleby who commanded Colo- 
nell Brought Companie, Enſigne Hanus, and a Sargant with ſome 12 men 
fell on firſt, & vpon the topp of the worke were at push of the pike a good 
V hile, and beate the Enemy out of yt, and our ſpade men began to flight 
yt, & turne yt vp againſt them. Vpon this ſervice worthy Captaine Ogle- 
by, the Sariant, and one Mr: Meaper were ſlayne. The Enſigne Hurt, and 
ſome zo: Gentlemen and Souldiers ſlayne & hurt. 

This daye alſo the Prince commanded wee should fetch all the fortage 
that poſſibly wee cold geit in the lãd of  alchenbarcb, leaſt Papenbeym,who 
began to drawe neere vs should make uſe of yt. 

The ſeventh his Ex“: gave leave to the Marquis de Gerea French Vo- 
voluntier to gœ into Sauce Croces leaguer to viſite the Marquis de Clayton, 
& the Baron de Vieux. pont, two Frech Colonels, which ſerved the Enemy, 
they told him that though the Marquis Sancte Croce did diſpaite off the 
releife of Maſtricht,yet hee hopt, that the Prince of Orage v not refuſe 
to giue him battayle in returning homeward towards A and that 
Count Papenheym was come to him to that cad. Alſo their Runawayes 
and priſonners told vs, that now they had got betwene vs, & Hollant wee 
should be fought with all, and not a man of vs come off. It was reported 
that Papenheym, alſo should ſend word vnto the Prince of Orange, that hee 
came not to offend him. & the lo: the States, but was ſent from the Elector 
of Cullen, to punnish the rebcllions Legeow , whereof they being adver- 
tired prepared for him preſently,and two dayes before they intercepted, 
and tooke materialls, which were ſcat from Namur to Papenheym, to 
make a bridge over the ae. 

The eight of Auguſt, the Enemye ſallyed out of Weick with their horſe, 
but were beaten in with the loſſe of ſixe of theit men. 

Ihe g: of Auguſt, Papenbeym came to Sittert, ſome 8: or 9: English 
miles from our Leaguer. 

The 10: a woman was raken comming out of the towne, & meaning 
| togocto the Ennemies Army, being ſtrickly examined by Sariant Ma- 
iour Glaſer,shee confeſſed, shee had ſwallowed downe a bullet, wherein 
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wasa letter, whi%h after a purge shee voyed, & the letter was found : the 
letter being wrappedtogether in aliile hollow bullet, & baked in paſte, 

The 11: Colonell Harwoodhaving the command in the trenches, and 
being bid-day, after dinner going to ſee the app, was ſlayne witha fling 
bullet, whoſe death was much lamented. I his day thoſe of the towne 
ſpruaog a myne in the trenches, but did little harme. 

The 12:Pepenheym marched towards Count Willie his quarter, wher- 
vpon his Ex: gave orders, that all our gards over, and about the Me, as 
alſo Count Styram: horſe · troopes thould retreate , within the lyne, and 
keepe their guards at the further end of the Lord of Brederedes bridge, and 
this nighi Papen benm marched to our ould quarters by Geule, where Sante 
Croce, and hee made a bridge our the — 

This daye allo their was a great fire in Harewoods his quarter, 
which buznt of a diviſion, & his dead Corps, eſcaped burning very neere. 

The Duke of Newburch came alſo into out Armye to the States, & his 
Ex*i*; It was reported his Ambaſſage was from the Bishop of Collen, to 
excuſe Papenheymscomming , & ſollicite that Weike might be made new- 
trall , they ſay hee had noe good anſwere from the Prince, and the States 
but went away witha flea in his eate. ride + 

This day thoſe of the towne ſprung another myne, but it tooke noe 
great effect, but at night they ſer ſome of our blindes on fired. 

The 13: a Souldiers wife of Mafrichi, who had bin formerly taken, 

ing with leitets to the Kings Army , was now the ſecond tyme appre- 
ended. and brought to his Ex*: but noe letters could be found by her, 
yet at laſt being ſtrictly examined, and thretned to be hanged she inge- 
niouſlie confeſſed, that shee had ſwalowed two Copper · boxes, with twa 
letters, the one from the Baron of Leyde to Sancte Croce in characters, and 
the other from the Magiſtrates off Maſtrichs, to their ould Governcur 
Count La Md * 

T he State: Dotier over night gave her ſome pills in, the which wrought 
ſo well with her, that the next morning they were found, washed, ope- 
ned, and theſe letters found in them: the letters (they ſay) were to this 
effect, that vnles they were preſentlie releived (wee being ſoncare them) 
it was vnpoſſible for them; to hold out the towne any longer, 

The 14: 14. wermen were taken, and 4. firclocks, which came out off

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This night che Ennemy hung out lights on the walſborh againſt che 
English & French approches, to shoote vpon vs, & todiſcovet what wee 
were a doing in their moate. | 

The 25: alfo aCapacbies Fryer belonging to the Earle of Yorſlewburch 
came from Papenheyms quarters into ours, to viſite a Leiutenant of horſe 
off theits, who was taken priſonner, and lay wounded in our quarters, 
hee told vs Papenheym deſired that Meile might be delivered to him, or 
elſe hee made noe quaſtion, but hee would releive the towne , for his 
men had done wonders, and oyerrun ſtronger works then ours at Mag- 
denbarch, wee prayed the Pape that hee would goe & perſwade P 
to make a tryall off the ſtrength off our works, and hee and his muffs 
Should have a very good wel-come. 

This day alſo came Kstingen Agent off the Bishop off Coullen to out 
Armye, to excuſe Papenbeyms coming but the States and the Prince gave 
him noe great welcome. | 

The 16: of Auguſt , the Scotts having the gardintherrenches , the 
beſeiged about two a clock in the morning, came intothe moate, and 
gave fite vpon our right hand ſapp, that opened in it, and wounded two 
ot three off our workmen: they were preſentlie beaten out, & left two ot 
three of their men dead behinde them, afterward they shott into this ſal 
lic with a ſling peece; ( & being in drinke) as comonlie they were when 
they fell on, fell out —— vpon our ſappers, but the Scotch beate them 
back, with the loſſe of eleven of their men: the ſcoih alſo loſt a Sergeant 
with foute men. This day Count Henry of Naſſes his ſtuard wes ſlayne. 

This night Papentreyen shott of five pecces of ordnatice rowards Count 
At aurice his quarter, by Which hee declared himſelſe an Enemye, as ap- 
peared t he day following. 

Thoſe of the towne hung out lights this night three tymes, and extin- 
quished them againe ee interpretedghis to be ſome ſignall they could 
not hold out long. This evening a corporall of the Enemyes came out 
of the rowne, and told vs, that the beſeiged intended to ſfallie out vpon vs 
the next day, withagreate many men.” 4 

Vpon tueſday the 17: Generall Morgans Regimenit had thegardin the 
trenches, my Lord Generall F&ecommanded the lyne, (as tree did every 
yight,) bet weene the English quartet and Count Hexryes, accompanied 
with Sergiant Maiour Holles : It was my Lord of oxfords turne to comid 
chis rg hit in the quarters (who being ally) my LordFere commanded his 
quartermaſter to attend his lo. & to btinghim wat otders should — 
a. Thi 
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This night about Iz a clock: Sergant Maiour Generall Ni hearing 
the Enemy moved, gave order that 1 50 men should be drawn out of the 
quarters,& put into the Fort Anglowto ſtregth yt, this cauſed my Lordof 
oxford to come forth, & ſee it executed & he ſtayed with the companies 
till morning. The reveille being beaten my Lord Yere,& my Lord of Ox» 
ford gave order, that the Companies should be drawne from the lyne to 
the quarters, & they had ſcarce layne downe an hower,to take their reſt, 
but wee heard a ſudden, and a hott alarum in the trenches, which was be- 
tweene 7 or 8 a clock in the morning. I he Enemye fallied out about 400 
men, vpon the English trenches, and over the plain feilde fell into our 
ſapps and guards:it was a miſtie morning, & ſocame ſtealing behinde our 
centinells, who could not well diſcover them, & give the alarum ſo ſoone 
asthey might, if it had bene clcare : the Enemye tell into our firſt Corps du 
Gerd, & beate our men out of yt, and ſo along our right-hand ſapps, gott 
into the ſecond Corps ds Gard, and at laſt aſlaulted the Colonells Corps du 
Garde,where Sergt: Maiour Williamſon comanded, and in web: Generall 
Morgans one Companye was, and ſore others, Our men made the beſt 
reſiſtance they could, & were at push a pike with them a long tyme : the 
Enemy gave fire exceedingly from the wall with their ordoance & ſmall 
Shorr,& with their firclocks lew many of our men in the Colon, Worke> 
Sergt: Maiout Wilkemſen,reccived two or three mortall wounds at push 
a pike & with a$hott, that fainting, they puld him downe from the top of 
the worke, & cartyed him priſoner into the towne, where hee shorihy af. 
tet dyed: Setgt: Maior Halles hearing this alarum in our quarter gavgorder- 
to the quartermaiſter that came to him, that with all expedition my Lord 
Veres Copanie of Delff, &: lob Gibſons,& Capt. Skippens,who were newly 
come from the watch, & the ſouldiers at reſt in theurhuts, they should in 
ſtantly draw forth, though they could get but 20me together of a Com- 
pany. All expedition was made that poſſiblie could bee, and getting ſome 
men together,the reſt following, theſe capt: ran with theic Companies 
downe as faſt as they could into the trenches, io ſecond our men: anda 
(corch Companie likewile vvhich had the gard at the ſcotchavenue got 
the ſtart a litle before them: now Sir: lobs Gibſon , and they xxhen they 
came at the entrance into out trenches, for haſte leftthe trenches , and 
tan over the plaine feild the next way, tocome to the point of out nen- 
ches and ſaps, vvhete the buiſines was io bee done: they hoti excecding- 
lye from the vvall vpon our men, and Maiſter Tr of my Lord Veres 
3+ Companic was zhott in the head: the Enemye ſeeint the — 
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of out men, ſcating that wee sliould have gott between them and home 
& ſo have cutaht᷑ of. I he GoyexnourBeckned & cryed to their m N 
the vval l, that they should retteate into their works, ban Bee 34 
Companies came downe; Capt. Browne, who vvas newly relcived from, 
the point, Sergta Maior Cremwell-Lejfjz Browne; Leift: Temple, with.(pme. 
en Musketticis enared ihe Colonels gard gains gaye fc xpon the Eng, 
mys « 8nd-bezterthcm out of yt, the Eacmye, having, ſkipped. our dead. 
bodyes iu jt; where: Captain A artin, & givers brave gent: and ſouldiers of 
Gencrall Alergan, Cõpanye lay dead, & where quarter-mailter Weyman: 
and M.: Ed: Mead: received their mortall wounds. After them entted 
Captain T re very, Captain Walker , Captain Avry Yere , with my Lord 
raven, a nd his btother, and beajcetheEnemye alſo out of the ſecond 
worke, there entted alſo 2. French Volunticrs, whereoff one was the 
Baron de Chaſires my Lord Craven and the French Baron: Captayna 
Treverye, Leitt: Iabn Gray, and Leift: Moncrife fell into the thitd worke, 
and to the very pointe off the ſap it ſelfe, and beate the Enemye out ff 
the third guard, where the French Baton and Leift: (Acangrief wes 
Hay ne. The Enemye having poſſeſſed theſe yvorks began to ſlighitheq. 
and caſt downe many off our muskett-Basketis, uch made them lye 
very open io the wall of the towne: then came my Lord Vere my Lord 
of Oxford, Sargãt Maiour Holler, Sr. Io. Manhood & St. Symon Harecourt, 
my Lord Vere being there, gave preſently order for the ſtrẽgthning of the 
guards, and the relieving of out men, and appointed workmen to repairg 
our hlindes, hich the Enemy had begun to ſlight, and by litle and litle 
to ſet vpour musket · baskeis again, & comaded out men ftom all guards 
to give ſue vpon the wall, and the Roundels of it, to keepe the Enacwy 
from shooting. while our men did their buiſineſſe. My Lord of Oxfoid 
coming dowhe wont to the point, and right hand ap, & coming thither 
the Souldiers beitug over wearyed called out to his Lo: fot telicfę, V her- 
vpon my Lordoff Oxentord promiſſed them theyshould be relie ved 
preſently, & his Lords hip comming out, & paſſing throw the Colonells 
Corps du Guard, a litle beyond yt, mett ſome of out Musketteits, which 
were brought vptarcleiye our men, his Lo: topke about 16 of them, 
and though hee was iatreaſed by my Lord Generall Yerg ,, Sargant Ma- 
ur Cromwel,and ſome others, not to ventet his petſon, yet hee went in 
with them, and before ho came io the point of the right hand ſapp, being 
a dangerous place and lying open, received their a mortall shot t throw 
his head. VV hat a hæavir ſpeQacle this was io the ſtandets by * what 
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4 ſudden ee e cee Genenft reve yithe 
Fp of Hs Ce did diſtover: neverthelefſe his Lor. fi ppreſſing yt us 
el azs be tbüd, gave furchet direction that our men should plyshooting, 
that the gatds, and the ſapps should be relie ved, and the mus ket haskets, 
which che Enemy 10 throwne downe, by litle and litlesheuld bè ſett vp 
48 tk. And eta N were done, it vas twelve a clock at the leaſt, 
I this fight Satfarit Maionr Williamſon, Captaine Martin that oornanded 
Generall Morgun his Companie, Lieutenant Avery,q yartermaiſter Way» 
man, and ſome'3o: of Generafl Morgans owne Companie, were slayne 
and hutt, beſidesothers. Among theſe that were hurt, Capiaine T refſerie 
was shat by the shoulder and his legg hurt with a granado, like wiſe capt, 
Abrie Pere was Shot thiow his Munmouih cap, and bruyſed on his 
footewith agtanado. This action was noe ſoner ended, but an other 
alatmie began on Count Maurice his ſide; for vvhilſt my Lord Vere, and 
diverſſc Officers, vvere at dinner vvith my Lord craves in the trenches, 
vvee heard ten or twelve rouſing Canon goe off from the brow of the hil 
vvhere Papenheywlaye, It ſecmes there vvas fome ſecret intelligence be- 
tweene Papenbeym,and thoſe of the towne, to have falne on both at one 
time, if hee had bin ready, or the howre had not bin miſtaken, The 
night before, the Marqueſle Sadte Croce had ſent Generall Papenheym three 
Italian Regiments, and ſome of his beſt Canon. Papenheym then thun- 
dring with his ordnance from his great batterie ypon Conn Maurice his 
quareer , and vpon the line, came marching downe the hill in full Batalia 
Io me 6, or 7, thouſand horſe and foote, drawing downe two feild peeces 
before them, vvhich they planted within musket shott of the place, were 
they intended to Enter. The place vvas vpon alitle church yard called : 
Ammy: vvhere our line was not yet perfected, & where there were hedges 
orchardes, and trees which did shelter them much from our shott. They 
tooke out men iuſt at dinner, and the alatme being ſo hotly given, our 
men leaving their vitualls behind them, tan in all expedition to anſwere 
« The Italian Regiments had the honour to give vs the firſt charge, ad 
ell ypon this church. yard, and came to pushe of the pike with our men 
vpon the topp of the ttench, The ltalians gave on three or foure times, 

& did their beſt endeavout, to have entted: but our men gate them ſuch 
4 welcome, ang did fo repulſe thern, that ſomeot᷑ them were ſlayne vpon 
the bre warke, and tumbled done into the ditch; and others were 2 
knocktdowne with the ſtocks of Musketts,and had their braynes beaten . 

duft with brick batts, Aud our oidnance playing from all our Batteries 
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which flanckred thoſe ſeilds, raked throw and throw the midſi of Papen - 
heyws Battalions, & powred vvhole voleyes of ſmall oit among them.” 
Papenheym ſeeing the lialians thus beaten, & reireate (as Marques Spinols 
did _—_— the English) charged them iu theReere with his horſe to 
force them to fall on againe : but atlaſt ſeing yt was in vaine, & that they 
cold not enter, gave waye to their retreate. In this fight worthy Captayne 
Morton was ſlayne. His Ex**: alſo being at dinner, and hearing thus hott 
alatme, calls for kis horſe, and tooke diverſe ſoote companies along with 
him, & two peeces of Fren Iſe canõ, made all the ſpeed that poſſibly 
he could to geit to count ice his quarter. I he foote companies were 
placed along the lyne, & ſome zo troops off our horſe ſtood in Battalie, 
that iff Papenheym had cnired, not a man of them had gott off. His Ex: 
being come to count Maurice his quarters, preſenily plated there the two 
peeces, vb: he brought along with him, & web: did ſo rake throw Papen- 
heyms battalions, that often times a bullet ſwept away five or ſixe off them 
at ashott, their horſe & horſemen tumbling downe,and ſprawling vpon 
the Fatth. This fight continued along time from one off the clock, till 8 
or nine in the night, before they could come cleare off. In this fight pow - 
der nor shott dere ſpared on neither fide, Count Papenheym wold taine 
Have bin gone ſooner, but hee was engaged, to ſtaye the. longer forthe 
carrying off of his dead & hurt men, and thedrawing off his two feild 
peeces, which coſt many off his men theirs deareſt lives. It was credibly 
reported, that in this fight, hee loſt 1409 or 1 500 hundred men, & himſelf 

hurt, For the daye following the Bootes coinming in tould vs, that there 
were 24 vvaggons appointed in the night, io feich of their dead and huit 
men, vvhercof ſome of them had theii leggs & their armes shot off. T heſc 
waggons went often to and againe in the night, and by the churchyard, 
vyhere the Lalians fell on, thcir lay 14c of their dead bodies ſtript, our 
meu did them the honour to caſt Ear ih vpon them, & to þury them in the 
ditchoft our trench. 

1 he 1+. he three Italian Regiments were ſent back by Papen beym to 
Marque ſſe Sande Croce weil beait᷑. And it was reported that Count Papen- 
leym vpbtayded the Spaynards for not atiempiing in ſome other place, 
while he ſtrived to relieve Maftricht.whe the newes was brought to Sent 
Croce vvho was at playe , that count Papenhbeym was beaten,hee told his 
playe followes, ihat hee knew as much before, for hee hadnot to do with 
his tuffi, & ſo gecring at him bad them playe on. This day alſothe Enemy 
fallycd of out the Towae vpon our faps, but the English beingaware of 
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them, beate the back againe preſently with the loſſe of ſome ol their,me, 
Ihe 19.

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panies alſd. The Ennemy likewiſe loſt a brave Capraine vpon the breach 
and a great many of other Officers & men, ho did ingeniouſly confeſſe 
vnto vs, after wee came into the Towne , that if our Myne had ſprung 
but halfe an houre ſooner, the Barow of Lende Vice Gourerpout tad ſome 
of the Magiſtrates ſtanding aboue the myne, and giung ſome orders how 
to defend the breach , had bin blowne vp into the aire. Out men falling 
on & ftriving to enter, thete was a pityfull cry of men, warm & children 
in the Towne, their greatalarme Bell ringing out. And ſome of them 
fearing that our men wold have entred, and ſerved them as the Prince off 
Parma did Anno 1579, cryed out ſot quarter, but out men gave nc carc 
vnto them, becauſe his Ex**: had promiſſed our men, they Should pillage 
the Towne if they entted, which did much animate them. There was 
order giving wh our men fell fitft on, that iff the breach was not moun- 
table, and the aſſault feiſible, they should have ſeat his Ex: word, and 
have falne off: but it ſeemes the over-ruling hand of the Lord of Heeftr 
vas in this action, aud the courage of our men ſuch, that it was omitied: 
for though wee loſt aCompany of brave, and worthy men, who deſirous 
of honout loſt their lives there, yet they did ſo ſtartle the Ennemy , that 
they durſt not ſtaud out a ſecond aſſault , as yee shall heare the dayc 
following, 

Vpon Saterday then the 21 in the morning a parly was beaten for the 
fetching off of our dead bodies on both ſides: Sr: Itamet Sanderling then 
commanding in the approches,the dead being btoaght off, our men be- 
gann to shoote againe : but it ſeemes the Ennemie fore-ſecing an other 
ſtorme, and for the prevention off a further daunger, tooke hold off this 
oppertunity, calls fora patly, and deſired that one ot tw o of them might 
ſpeake vvith his Ex*: vvhich Sr: Jeazver graunting,cauſed his men to leave 
Shooring,and ſent word to the French approches, that they wold dce the 
like alſo, ſo his Ex*: featdowne Sariit Maiour Gentrall Monſieut Wits, 
into the approches and hoſtages were ſent out and in, and the Articles of 
Compoſition agreed on, and accordingly performed on both ſides. 

According to the Articles of Compoſition herevnto annexed Munday 
the 23. of Auguſt the Ennemies Garniſon marched out of the Tow ne 29 

 Coutlours a foote, being about 1400 men in all, and a troope of forſe. 
They had alſo vvith them nine peeces of otdnance, two three quarter ca- 
non, Carrying a bullet of 35 pounds weigln, two halfe Canon, three fling 
peetes, and two Faulcons , the Prince attheir requeſt out of his bountit 
gave them twopecces more then at the firſt was agreed vpon, but they

taking three, his Ex**: cauſed one of them to be carryed back againe into 
the towne. They had alſo a hũdred of out vvaggons to catrye awaye their 
hurt, and ſickmen, their bagg and baggage , vvhich brought them to the 
Marqueſſe Sancte Croce his Atmie. A great many of them taking their 
leaves of their frends in Maffricht were fgxt, and in going out diſcharging 
their Musketts and firclocks , one more malicious then the reſt having a 
bullet in his firelock , shott dead a horſemans ſonne of ours, for w hich 
offence he was apprehended,and preſently executed. 
The 24. Count Pepenbeyws having marched to a village called Eſder 
neete vntoa liile towne called Yyſell attempted to have puta bridge over 
the Ataxe, to have hindred, and cutt of our proviſions berweene Luke & 
our Army: but heating that . was come toa parly, that his Ex*: ' 
had ſent ſome forces io prevent him, & that the boores round about roſe 
vp in Armes againſt him, not willing to ſuffer the inſolences of his Soul- 
diers, who neere viſell had murthered ſome of theit peſants , in revenge 
whereof, the bores cutt the throats of ſome of his ſtragglars, he bethought 
himſelfe, and returned back againe to his owne quarters. 
The 25. a daye oſ thankgiving was ſolemnized to God the Authour, 
and giver of this Victorie. wing 
The 26. Papen beym marched againe with s or 7 thouſand men into the 
Countrie, to pillage & plunder yt. vvhere his men committed cruell In- 
ſolences, breaking vp Churches, Cloiſters, & Gentlemens houſes, ſpared 
not the Romish Catholiques themſelves, eſpecially his men payd thoſe 
of the Reformed Religion. Among the reſt ſome of his Officers & Soul- 
diers fell ypon a Gentlemans houſe, brooke vp their Cheſts, Truncks,and 
Cubbarts, and tooke aboue 20000 gildersin ready coyne from him; this 
did not onely content them, but alſo to ſatiate their fylthy luſts (6 horri- 
ble villany) ra vished his wife, and daughters : notwithſtanding the many 
teares & cryes they made vnto them ſor the preſetving of theit chaſtetie. 
The 27. Sancta Cr&t removed part of his quarter frõ the Hoght Claiſler 
and came and laye with ſome off his men neerer Svoctibam io guard his 
bridge, v which was layd over the e, to gœ into, and to come from 
Cohnt Papenbeyms quarter. 1 
The 3 i. the Duke of Niewburch came againe into our Atmie, to excuſt 
Papenheyms coming againſt vs, now hee had declared himſelfe an Enemy: 
aſwell in his owe bchalfe as in the Bishop off Cullens, but they ſaydhee
